And For Prayer’ 

Senate Majority Leader

questions from 

fall hunting call-in show 

Viewers of “Kentucky 
Afield” television picked up 
their phones and took to so¬ 
cial media last weekend to 
submit more than 200 ques¬ 
tions for the annual fall hunt¬ 
ing call-in show. 

Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
wildlife biologists Gabe Jen¬ 
kins and John Morgan, along 
with Sgt. Rufus Cravens of 
the department’s Law En¬ 
forcement Division, joined 
“Kentucky Afield” host Chad 
Miles for the hour-long show 
that aired live on Sept. 16 on 
Kentucky Educational Televi¬ 
sion. The panel could not get 
to all of the questions before 
the credits started rolling. 

Below, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife personnel an¬ 
swered a handful of the ques¬ 
tions that did not make it on- 
air. Viewers who missed the 
live show can watch a full re¬ 
play on YouTube. Enter “KY- 
Afield” in the search box on 
the YouTube homepage. 

Will Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife consider adjusting 
deer seasons due to the EHD 
(Epizootic Hemorrhagic 
Disease) outbreak? - Eddie 
from Morgan County 

GABE JENKINS, Deer 
and Elk Program Coordinator, 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife: 
We will not be implement¬ 
ing an emergency regulation 
to shorten or close deer sea¬ 
son in 2017 in any county 
due to the EHD outbreak. We 
encourage folks to report all 
dead deer they find using our 
online reporting system. 


After the outbreak has 
ceased, we will evaluate the 
number reported along with 
the harvest data from the 

2017 season and make our 
recommendations for the 

2018 season at the Decem¬ 
ber meeting of the Fish and 
Wildlife Commission. Deer 
are prolific breeders, and 
the population will rebound 
within a couple years. 

Lastly, if your area has 
experienced a severe die-off, 
I would encourage hunters 
to participate in some self- 
restraint and pass once you 
have taken enough deer to fill 
your freezer for the year. 

How far west have elk 
traveled in Kentucky? - 
Wayne from Marion Co. 

JENKINS: We receive 
reports of elk outside the elk 
zone almost every year. In 
the early years of elk restora¬ 
tion, we saw elk leave the elk 
zone more frequently. We’ve 
had reports of elk as far west 
as Lake Cumberland and one 
elk went to North Carolina. 
We have had elk harvested 
outside the elk zone in Bath, 
Carter, Laurel, Madison, 
Wayne and Wolfe counties. 

What resources are 
available through Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife to 
assist with wildlife habitat 
improvement? - Gary from 
Grayson 

BEN ROBINSON, 
Wildlife Division Assistant 
Director, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife: Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife is committed 
to assisting landowners with 
wildlife habitat improvement 
on their property. We employ 
more than 30 wildlife biolo¬ 
gists who specialize in assist¬ 
ing private landowners with 
habitat management projects. 
From tips about improving 
food sources for deer and tur¬ 



key to navigating cost share 
programs through the federal 
Farm Bill, we have someone 
available to assist you.

Does prescribed burn¬ 
ing on private and public 
lands benefit wild turkeys? 
Where can I find more in¬ 
formation? - Tony from 
Montgomery County 

ROBINSON: Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife considers 
prescribed fire an essential 
management tool for private 
landowners and publicly 
managed Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Areas. Prescribed fires 
are carefully planned and 
managed by highly trained 
bum crews for containment 
to select areas. 

We regularly use pre¬ 
scribed burning on grass¬ 
lands and timbered areas to 
benefit a host of game and 
non-game species, including 
wild turkey. 

Prescribed fire has many 
benefits. Fire removes old 
vegetation and stimulates 
new growth, providing a lush 
food source for wildlife. Fire 
promotes oak regeneration in 
our forests resulting in more 
acorns, a staple food source 
for many species. By remov¬ 
ing dead vegetation, fire also 
creates bare ground, a neces¬ 
sity for bobwhite quail and 
other ground dwelling birds.

Socializing is important 
for your health

Just as we need food 
and water to survive, we 
also need meaningful so¬ 
cial relationships and con¬ 
nections. Because we are 
wired for social contact, 
going without it increases 
the risks to jeopardize our 
overall health, well-being 
and life quality. While it is 
okay to feel lonely and to 
be alone at times, chronic 
loneliness can cause serious 
health concerns. Research¬ 
ers continue to demonstrate 
how important meaningful 
relationships with others 
are to our mental, emotional 
and physical health. 

Loneliness, if not ad¬ 
dressed, can lead to social 
isolation, physical and men¬ 
tal decline and depression. 
Recent studies have shown 
that social isolation can also 
lead to a number of nega¬ 
tive health impacts, includ¬ 
ing poor sleeping patterns, 
a disrupted immune system, 
poor nutrition, destruction 
of arteries and high blood 
pressure. When the need 
for socialization is not met, 
it can also negatively affect 
learning, memory and moti¬ 
vation. 

Loneliness can occur at 
any age and can be a normal 
feeling—especially after a 
break-up, a move to a new 
location, loss of a loved one 
or exclusion from a group. 
But chronic loneliness— 
feeling lonely, isolated or 
not to close to people for 
an extended period of time, 
can bring about discomfort 
and distress, including feel¬ 
ing sad, empty, isolated, 
distanced from others, de¬ 
prived and filled with long¬ 
ing. These feelings lead to 
many problems. Children 
and teens, for example, are 
more likely to adopt an out¬ 
cast status, have problems 
in or drop out of school or 
even become delinquent. 
Lonely adults are at great¬ 
er risk of alcoholism and 
depression. Those living 
alone are at greater risk of 
suicide. 

Loneliness is particu¬ 
larly prevalent among older 
adults. As we age, our social 
circle shrinks, which makes 
it more difficult to have 
meaningful interactions 
with others. According to a 
2013 AARP study, the per¬ 
centage of adults who say 
they are lonely has doubled 
since the 1980s from 20 to 
40 percent. About 30 per¬ 
cent of adults older than 
65 live alone. That num¬ 
ber jumps to 50 percent in 
adults over 85. 

If you are experienc¬ 
ing loneliness, you are not 
alone, and you don’t have to 
be as there are many ways 
to increase your social in-

Harrison Memorial 
recognized nationally 
for promoting organ, 
eye & tissue donation 

Harrison Memorial Hos¬ 
pital (HMH) was among 
a select group of hospitals 
nationwide recognized for 
promoting enrollment in 
state organ donor registries 
in a national campaign spon¬ 
sored by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services’ Health Resources 
and Services Administration 
(HRSA). The campaign has 
added more than 400,000 
donor enrollments to state 
registries nationwide. 

HMH conducted aware¬ 
ness and registry campaigns 
to educate staff, patients, 
visitors, and community 
members about the critical 
need for organ, eye, and tis¬ 
sue donors and, by doing so, 
increased the number of po¬ 
tential donors on the state’s 
donor registry. The hospital 
earned points for each ac¬ 
tivity implemented between 
October 2016 and April 2017 
and was awarded gold rec¬ 
ognition through the HRSA

Of the 1,102 hospitals and 
transplant centers participat¬ 
ing in the campaign, 166 gold 
awards were awarded during 
this phase of the campaign.

County is dwindling but we 
are a proud buneh and will 
eontinue to sing the praises 
of eountry living! Well, some 
sing mueh better than others 
and that definitely ineludes 
Ms. Bug who will let her 
words, and not her voiee, sing 
the praises! Most Braeken 
Countians have aeeess to 
eleetrieity, ‘eity’water, indoor 
plumbing, telephones, and 
even the internet if desired! 
There are five sehools in 
the eounty and high sehool 
students ean attend the 
Maysville Community

Our sineerest 
appreeiation is extended to 
this great group of students 
and their teaehers and to 
those of you who have 
ehosen to reeyele and who 
follow the rules of reeyeling! 
The Reeyeling Grant eovered 
75% of the eost of the three 
new reeyeling trailers in the 
eounty (two of them larger 
than the ones they replaeed), 
and the three larger trailers 
that were put into serviee 
three years ago. That leaves 
two trailers that are ten years 
old from the 2007 grant, and 
one that has been in serviee 
sinee 1999! Nine reeyeling 
trailers within the eonfines of 
Braeken County is definitely 
a plus for this rural area even 
though there are limitations 
on the aeeeptable material. 
The faet is that any type of 
reeyeling is an improvement 
and we are eonfident the 
students of today will 
eontinue this upward trend as 
they beeome the leaders! If 
you haven’t already started a 
reeyeling program at home or 
work, Ameriea Reeyeles Day 
is right around the eomer 
giving you an opportunity to 
begin reeyeling and giving 
everyone a good exeuse to 
RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
elean, green and beautiful!

Week in Review 

State Rep. John Sims, Jr. 



Kentucky state employ¬ 
ees and teachers will be 
paying a little more out of 
their check for state health 
insurance when 2018 rolls 
around. 

That news wasn’t shared 
in a letter sent out to mem¬ 
bers of the Kentucky Em¬ 
ployees’ Health Plan (KEHP) 
by the state Personnel Cabi¬ 
net in late September. Policy 
holders instead will have to 
dig into the 2018 Benefits 
Selection Guide, online or in 
hard copy, to get the whole 
story. But the facts are there 
in print: Employee premiums 
for all plans will increase by 
three percent next year with 
the exception of the Standard 
Consumer-Driven Health 
Plan (CDHP) - the plan with 
the lowest premiums - which 
will increase to $26.20 per 
month for single coverage. 
So the increase is slight, but 
you need to know about it. 

Continue looking over 
your plan materials and over 
the plan rates, and you’ll 
notice that administration 
of KEHP looks basically 
the same. Anthem will still 
be the administrator of the 
health plan, flexible spending 
accounts (ESA) and health 
reimbursement arrangements 
(HRA) will still be handled 
by Wage Works, pharmacy 
benefits will be administered 
by CVS/Caremark, and well¬ 
ness programs will remain 
the purview of Go365. 

But before you think you 
can get the same coverage in 


2018 without any effort on 
your part, take heed: this is a 
mandatory open enrollment. 
Active employees and teach¬ 
ers and retired teachers under 
age 65 who are not Medicare 
eligible must enroll in KEHP 
by visiting KHRIS Employee 
Self Service (ESS) at khris. 
ky.gov anytime October 9 
through October 20 if any of 
the following apply to you: 

• You want to select or 
waive health insurance cov¬ 
erage in 2018. There will be 
four plan options: Living Well 
CDHP; LivingWell PPO; 
Standard PPO and Standard 
CDHP. If you do not choose 
a health plan or waive cov¬ 
erage for 2018, you will be 
placed into the Standard PPO 
plan by default with the same 
coverage level you had in 
2017, and be responsible for 
paying the employee contri¬ 
bution for that plan, accord¬ 
ing to KEHP. If you waived 
coverage in 2017 and default 
in 2018, you will lose your 
waiver HRA funds, KEHP 
says. 

• You want a health care 
ESA. 

• You want a dependent 
care ESA. 

You may also voluntarily 
enroll in or change your op¬ 
tional group life insurance 
coverage, dependent plan, 
or select or update life in¬ 
surance beneficiaries during 
open enrollment. 

If you need a description 
of the four 2018 health insur¬ 
ance plans, you can probably

rollment Hotline at 888-581- 
8834. I will quickly say that 
the HRA plans are the CDHP 
plans and the LivingWell 
plans require that you take 
the “LivingWell Promise,” 
which remains unchanged 
for 2018. 

Let’s just briefly take a 
look at monthly employee 
premiums for non-tobacco 
users (the less expensive 
premiums) for each plan in 
2018: 

• The lowest-cost plan 
will still be the Standard 
CDHP. Premiums for this 
plan will be $26.20 for the 
Single plan, $62.40 for Par¬ 
ent Plus, $260.06 for the 
Couple plan, and $312.06 for 
the Family plan.

If you have questions 
about the upcoming plan 
year that you would prefer to 
ask a KEHP benefits expert 
in person, you can attend one 
of the upcoming benefit fairs. 
The fairs start on Oct. 2 and 
continue through Oct. 17. 
The closest fair will be held 
in Lexington on Tuesday, 
Oct. 17 from 4-6:30 p.m. at 
the Tates Creek High School 
cafeteria, located at 1111 
Centre Parkway, Lexington. 

If you are a retiree, it is a 
good idea to contact your re¬ 
tirement system about which 
options are right for you. 
While retired teachers who 
are under age 65 and not yet 
Medicare eligible will enroll 
in KEHP at the same time 
and in the same way as active 
employees and teachers, oth¬ 
er retirees may have different 
enrollment periods or differ¬ 
ent health insurance options 
altogether.

My CDL: KY’s exclusive electronic 
method of receiving CDL documents 


Having launched My 
CDL - the Commonwealth’s 
document portal for com¬ 
mercial drivers - in May 
to maximize efficiency and 
improve customer satisfac¬ 
tion, the Kentucky Division 
of Driver Licensing (DDL) 
is now establishing the My 
CDL portal as the exclusive 
electronic means of receiving 
paperwork from commercial 
driver’s license (CDL) hold¬ 
ers. To complete CDL appli¬ 
cations and self-certifications 
online and to upload pictures 
of medical examiners’ certifi¬ 
cates and waivers, commer¬ 
cial drivers need to visit My 
CDL: Kentucky CDL Docu¬ 
ment Portal, which is acces¬ 
sible via http://drive.ky.gov. 

With the demanding 
schedules prevalent among 
the trucking industry, com¬ 
mercial drivers are already 
enjoying 24/7 access to My 
CDL, which provides the 
convenience of submitting 
paperwork via any smart¬ 
phone, PC, laptop or tablet. 
Upon submitting paperwork 
via the portal. My CDL users 
receive email confirmation of 
document receipt, and within 
10 days, users are alerted via 
email whether their reviewed 
documents meet federal 
guidelines or require further 
attention.

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Week in Review

States have a hard time 
making changes to their pub¬ 
lic pension systems. That’s 
because public pensions in 
nearly all states—41, as of 
2014—are contractual obli¬ 
gations that the courts have 
ruled must be met. 

In Kentucky, the contract 
we have with our public em¬ 
ployees, teachers and retir¬ 
ees is called an “inviolable 
contract.” It is written into 
law to clearly protect retire¬ 
ment benefits of state work¬ 
ers hired before Jan. 1, 2014 
and most teacher retirement 
benefits. Benefits cannot be 
reduced or impaired “by al¬ 
teration, amendment, or re¬ 
peal.” That’s what the law 
says, and, at least until now, 
no one has challenged it. 

That doesn’t mean it 
can’t or won’t be challenged. 
If the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly passes legislation to 
reduce or in any way alter the 
benefits promised to employ¬ 
ees, teachers or retirees under 
the legal contract we have 
with them, it’s almost guar¬ 
anteed that legislation will 
end up in court. That’s been 
the case in at least 34 states 
where courts have ruled go¬ 
ing back 70 years that public 
pensions are intended to have 
contractual obligations, even 
if a contract is not expressed 
as law. 

Kentucky is not alone in 
our pension dilemma. “Near¬ 
ly every state has enacted 
some type of public pension 
‘reform, including increased 
eligibility requirements, 
higher employee contribu¬ 
tions, and limiting cost of 
living increases” since 2009, 
according to a Nov. 2016 
edition of New York Law 
Journal. And many states 
have gone to court over those 
reforms. 

There are mixed opin¬ 
ions on how much a state can 
tinker with contractual public 
pensions and get away with 
it. Pensions are usually pro¬ 


tected under the Contracts 
Clause of the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion. If a public pension is 
considered a legal contract 
(and it usually is) the Con¬ 
tracts Clause comes into play 
and offers lots of protection 
to the employee and retiree. 

What does this mean? It 
means that it’s good to have 
an inviolable contract like 
Kentucky has. But the courts 
will always have their say if 
a challenge is placed before 
them. 

Recommended pension 
reforms that are on every 
Kentucky public employee’s 
and retiree’s mind are not 
set in stone. The Governor’s 
consultant on pensions, the 
PFM Group, released its rec¬ 
ommendations on possible 
changes several weeks ago. 
Legislative leaders say they 
aren’t sure which of those 
recommendations will make 
it into law. At this point we 
aren’t even sure when the 
public pension legislation 
will be ready. Governor Matt 
Bevin said he was calling a 
special session on pensions 
in October, but lawmakers 
now say it will take longer to 
get agreement on a bill, pos¬ 
sibly November. So if there 
is a special session this year, 
it may not be held until much 
later. 

We need to use the time 
we have now to study which 
recommendations are best 
for our public pension sys¬ 
tem and the people in it. We 
need to make sure our plan is 
fair, constitutional, and suc¬ 
cessful. Piecemeal changes 
will not work. We need prov¬ 
en reform. 

Knowing what changes 
have worked in other states, 
and which haven’t, can help 
Kentucky fix its pension 
problems for the long haul. 
And I’ll keep you informed 
along the journey.

Farm bill could help 
farmers, soil health, 
and water quality

Do you eare about soil 
health, clean water, and farm¬ 
ers’ ability to make a living 
and steward their land? Time 
to tune in. Congress has start¬ 
ed work on the next farm bill, 
and now is when they need to 
hear from you: the voters. 

The next farm bill offers 
a major opportunity to sup¬ 
port conservation through the 
crop insurance program. Crop 
insurance is a must-have for 
most farmers. Linking crop 
insurance to conservation 
is therefore a smart way for 
Congress to invest taxpayer 
dollars in supporting farmers 
and strengthening steward¬ 
ship of natural resources. 

However, many farm¬ 
ers may be hesitant to use 
conservation practices due 
to confusing crop insurance 
regulations. They may ask, 
“Does planting cover crops 
impact eligibility?” Congress 
could eliminate this barrier 
by making clear that all con¬ 
servation activities count as 
good farming practices under 
crop insurance. 

The farm bill could also 
strengthen the tie between 
farmers’ conservation prac¬ 
tices and their eligibility for 
crop insurance subsidies. 
Congress already passed a 
measure requiring farmers 
with highly erodible land or 
wetlands to meet a conser¬ 
vation threshold in order to 
receive crop insurance sub¬ 
sidies. It makes sense to ex¬ 
pand this and offer a higher 
crop insurance subsidy to all 
farmers who practice conser¬ 
vation. These individuals are 
preserving the land for future 
generations. 

Whether you are a farm¬ 
er or not, everyone has three 
representatives in Congress: 
two senators and one con- 
gressperson. All three will 
eventually vote on a farm 
bill. Let your lawmakers 
know today that conservation 
is important to you.

or bmshland, except between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 
a.m., prevailing local time, 
or when the ground is cov¬ 
ered with snow.
